The enormous, unblushing, and pe-'l‘ﬁiﬁlt.'nl
frauds perpetrated in connection with the
manufacture and sale of distilled spirits is a
matter of common fame, notorious to every-
body. Were the taxes on distilled spirits
honestly collected, there would be no peroap-
tible falling off in the revenue. This branch
of the revenue ought to yield the Government
one handrad millions per annum. We doubt
if for the present fiscal year it reaches thirty

millions, )
Now, in regard to this matter we are very

well aware there are tremendous combinations,
political and monetary, embracing prominent
mon in both parties, and some in official posi-
tions, formed for the express purpose of de-
frauding the Government of its just revenue
from distilled spirits. We are aware of the
oharaoter and extent of the influences wielded
by those combinations. It wonld not be diffi-
oult to point out the chiefl actors in them.
But, after all, they could accomplish very
little against a pure administration of the
revennue service, It is becaunze these corrupt,
defrauding combinations sweap into their fonl
“rings'’ the officers of the Government itaslf
who become participators in their ill-gotten
gaing, and grow rich by perjury and plander,
that they gain such overbearing power, and
are enabled to rob with impunity and on such
a gigantio seale. There are certain revenue
distriots well known to the people—and they
must be known to the Government too—which
for months have been a stench in the nostrils
of the community on account of the gross

abandoned, shameless corruption of the offi-
cers of the Government. Those who should
guard the public interest have becoms its
enemies—those who are the sworn officers to
defend the revenue are themselves the vile
harbiea who are engaged in plundering it.
Now, it cannot be that these things are
unknown to the anthoritivs at Washington,
On the contrary, they are known there, Why
is not the remedy applied ?

We gsay, without fear of contradiction by
any pergon who has investigated the subject,
that there is no great tronble in enforcing the
revenue law upon the makers and venders of
distilled spirits, provided the Government has
honest and capable officers, who are properly
gustained at Washington. There are no inhe-
rent difficulties in the case. Honesty and
capacity are all that are required. There are
distriots in this city now—at least ons—where
this is exemplified. Buat the trouble is that
during the past year the revenue service has
been shaken and demoralized, becanse made
subservient to political ends. When BSecre-
tary MoCulloch lent himself to the general re-
moval of the revenue officers thronghout the
country, becanse of their fidelity to the princi-
ples of the Union party, he struck a blow at
the interests of the revenue service from whickh
it has not yet recovered. He turned outa
olass of men who had been long In the servive,
and were familiar with it—men who had char
acters worth pugserving, and who, as a class
were honest and vigilant, The whole service
was temporarily broken up, and the interests
of the revenue jeopardized, for & political end,
The only wonder is, not that the revenue has
fallen off, but that it has kept up as well as it
has, And now, worlh more than all theorizsing
about the ourrency, or the public delt, or the
restoration of the South, is the simple pre-
soription of honesty and efficiency in the reve-
nue gervice, No soale of taxes will suffics to
produce & revenue when the officers of the
Government itsell are in league with the
thisves and the plunderers. The difficulty is
a radical one. It threstens the stability of the
entire revenus system.

It is mot our purposa to cast univeraal suspi-
cion on the revenne officers of the Govern-
ment. Many of tham are men whose charac.
ters shine the brightar from contrast with
the prevailing corraption. But there is no'
au intelligent man who does not kuoow that
the ovils to which we have alluded are wide-
spread and most threatening. It is the com-
mon topic of conversation among our business
men. It is the erying vice of the times, and,

unless arvested, will tost the stability of the
Goverument itselt. 1f Mr. McCulloch is not
already awaro of it, he ought to be; and if he
ia aware of it, ho owes it to he publie to
take some more effolent weans for it sup.
j reasion than bave yet Leen manifested,

A BorAsicAL GARDEN. —The interesting oare.
monies which opened the new Morticultural
Hall last evening, if they did mothing olip,
oertainly impressed on the audience present
the need, if not the absolate necessity, of n
botanical garden. The idea of seouring an en.

ides into praoctice. We think that stoh an
establishmaent would do much towards refining
the taste and enlarging the knowledge of our
citizens, and wo hope that free exhibitions,
snch as that just completed, ean be onrried
into operation, Eyen a small botanioal gar-
den wonld do for & commencement; for {f
onoe the ides be carried into effect, and a
nucleus secured, we know that the liberality
of our wealthy citizens would spon canse the
goerm Lo grow until we had an institution
which would be "the pride of Philadelphia,

We sel up o general claim
toall this property and thils lodebteduess, ay
well ag to Lhe ships and cotton specified. The
money valueof tuds cluim huas never baen ascer-
tnined.  The President pardoned George S8,
Trenholm, the Rebel Sacrolury of the Treasary,
withoutl so much as vequiring a sitatement of his
Business aceounts with rsw Rebel Government, and
Irom that day to this we hayve been nnable to
get such a statement, The Government might,
rerhaps, bhave forced the firm intoshowing Its
yooks before now, but for Lhe unauthorized nud
subsequently repudiated settiement made with
it lust full by Meéssrs, Dudley & Mowse, and stitl
hopes o sccomplish this end through the
Courts. If the sulls for the ships and collon
are declded In  our favor, of coursae
the wlher elalm  will be good, and
this tirm will be ndjudged as having possession
of a large smount of mouey belonging to the
Undted States, T'he Mmilave of the Eaglish
brapch of Lue house may or may not prevent
us from gelling this money. It Is well known
Lo Southe:n ¢lwmgens that during the latler part
of the war Trenholm & Co, managed their
nffairs very shrewdly. Theyadvised everyholy
i the Coonfedericy Lo invest In Confederate
bonds, but they themselves lnvested In collon
und renl estale, When the Rebellion broke
down they had on bhund wast quantities of
bouses and lands, and sueh of thelr ¢otton as
hand nol been run through the blovkade and
s0ld, while the poor fools who followed thelr
ndvice bad nothing but worthless Rebel bonds,
1t 18 reported In Chiarleston that the firm owns
al leastone-gunrier of the city, and a paragraph
has already appeared In one commerelal paper
siating that they pald taxes last year on
$14,000,000 worth of real estale,”

If we do not lose all we are entitled to, it
will not be because of the pardoning power of
the President being misused, or the treachery
of the United States agents in Great Britain,
If there is any truth in the ramor of the vast
yreal estate possessions of the firm, we suppose
the Government is aafe, ghould it secure
judgment in an English Court.
